This profufion of 
good things Is thus indulgently poured out 
around thee by the great Author of thy be- 
ing ; every pleafure thou poiTeffeth flows from 
his immediate bounty,, and to him thou art 
indebted'forthofeextemalgraces which adorn 
thy per.fon r as well as for the moral and in- 
telledlual beauties of the mind. The proper 
return for allthefe favours is a grateful heart, 
and a chearful obed ience and fubmiflion to his 
holy will. Confider him as the fountain of thy 
happinefs, and he will neceflarily become the
